As one who only had one sem ester 
of economics in college and did not 
get much out of it, I just do not quite 
u n d e rsta n d 
all 
th a t 
is 
being 
proposed by both the President and 
the C ongress to

economy. Unfortunately, since we 
seem to get conflicting opinions 
from 
the 
n a tio n ’s 
leading 
economists. 
I 
wonder 
if anyone 
knows what to do. 
I do not suppose there will be 
much opposition to the idea of a tax 
cut since not m any of us ever oppose 
such a move But I still wonder how 
this is going to help very much. I do 
not know many people who will take 
their $200 or $300 and go out and bu> 
a $6,000 car. 
But the part that the average 
person seems to not be able to un­ 
derstand at all is the P resident’s 
idea of a tax on oil. Now in the first 
place I do not think that any one has 
really sold the American people that 
we have an oil problem. People hear 
all kinds of talk about storage tanks 
being full and they see the price of 
gasoline either holding its own or 
even dropping a cent or two and they 
just do not believe we have a 
problem that is all that serious. 
The public just 
does 
not 
un­ 
derstand the problem of balance of 
p a y m e n ts and o th e r 
p ro b lem s 
created by our importing so much 
oil. And they are not going to get 
with this m atter of cutting back on 
the consumption of oil and gas until 
someone explains it better than it 
has been explained up to now. 
From all I can read, it would 
appear that a tax on oil will just fuel 
the fires of inflation and offset any 
tax reduction being proposed 
It 
would seem that in the end we w ill 
all be worse off than we were when 
this started. The cost of fertilizer 
will go up. as will the cost of trucking 
and other transportation, which in 
turn will continue to drive up the 
price of food. 
It has been projected that the 
proposed $3.00 a barrel tax on oil 
would increase the price of gasoline 
about 10c a gallon. Now this is 
supposed to cause us to use less but 
over the past two years gasoline has 
gone up nearly 20c and I do not 
believe consumption has gone down 
very much. Most of us will continue 
to buy gas and find someplace else to 
make up the difference 
People’s habits are hard to change 
and in many cases it takes a long 
time to change them to any extent. 
While many of us might like to own a 
car that got better gas mileage we 
still owe on the one we have. And 
most people who have driven big 
cars for any length of time are not 
going to buy a sm aller car until they 
are forced to. This is proven by the 
fact that it is the sm aller cars that 
C hrysler and Ford are currently 
discounting. 
This tax idea might work, but I 
doubt it, I suspect that we will not 
solve our oil import problems until 
w e either ration gasoline or just put 
a limit on the imports and let the

As one who only had one sem ester 
of economics in college and did not 
get much out of it. I just do not quite 
u n d e rsta n d 
all 
th a t 
is 
being 
proposed by both the President and 
the C ongress to 
re-d ire ct 
our 
economy. Unfortunately, since we 
seem to get conflicting opinions 
from 
the 
n a tio n ’s 
leading 
economists, 
I wonder if anyone 
knows what to do. 
I do not suppose there will be 
much opposition to the idea of a tax 
cut since not many of us ever oppose 
such a move But I still wonder how 
this is going to help very much. I do 
not know many people who will take 
their $200 or $300 and go out and bu> 
a $6,000 car. 
But the part that the average 
person seems to not be able to un­ 
derstand at all is the President’s 
idea of a tax on oil. Now in the first 
place I do not think that any one has 
really sold the American people that 
we have an oil problem. People hear 
all kinds of talk about storage tanks 
being full and they see the price of 
gasoline either holding its own or 
even dropping a cent or two and they 
just do not believe we have a 
problem that is all that serious. 
The public just 
does 
not un­ 
derstand the problem of balance of 
paym ents and other 
problem s 
created by our importing so much 
oil. And they are not going to get 
with this matter of cutting back on 
the consumption of oil and gas until 
someone explains it better than it 
has been explained up to now. 
From all I can read, it would 
appear that a tax on oil will just fuel 
the fires of inflation and offset any 
tax reduction being proposed 
it 
would seem that in the end we will 
all be worse off than we were when 
this started. The cost of fertilizer 
will go up, as will the cost of trucking 
and other transportation, which in 
turn will continue to drive up the 
price of food. 
It has been projected that the 
proposed $3.00 a barrel tax on oil 
would increase the price of gasoline 
about 10c a gallon. Now this is 
supposed to cause us to use less but 
over the past two years gasoline has 
gone up nearly 20c and I do not 
believe consumption has gone down 
very much. Most of us will continue 
to buy gas and find someplace else to 
make up the difference. 
People’s habits are hard to change 
and in many cases it takes a long 
time to change them to any extent. 
While many of us might like to own a 
car that got better gas mileage we 
still owe on the one we have. And 
most people who have driven big 
cars for any length of time are not 
going to buy a smaller car until they 
are forced to. This is proven by the 
fact that it is the smaller cars that 
Chrysler and Ford are currently 
discounting. 
This tax idea might work, but I 
doubt it. I suspect that we will not 
solve our oil import problems until 
we either ration gasoline or just put 
a limit on the imports and let the 
resulting shortages change our 
habits.
